Fraud victims recall 
^hellish nightmare'

A courtroom of fraud vic¬ 
tims bore holes into the 
back of Brian Desmond 
Penney's head yesterday, 
as details of the timeline 
of his $i.i-million scam 
were unravelled. 

Penney, 38, pleaded 
guilty Sept. 17 to hustling 
20 people out of savings for 
investments in a fake “hot- 
shot” delivery business be¬ 
tween 2001 and 2007. 

“The past four years have 
been a hellish nightmare 
when I'm awake,” said one 
victim, who was conned 
out of $83,000. “I'm still in 
debt, paying back my line

of credit while he is living 
high on the hog.” 

The con artist preyed up¬ 
on sympathies of his vic¬ 
tims, making various outra¬ 
geous claims that his son 
had been molested, his 
mother had died, and his 
wife was pulling him 
through a messy divorce. 

He claimed he needed 
thousands of dollars in cash 
or bank drafts, so his 
greedy ex couldn't claim 
any cash. 

Penney claimed to have 
million-dollar contracts 
with oil giants like Suncor 
and Syncrude, and he need¬ 
ed cash to buy trailers and 


to insure and repair them. 

His victims included four 
senior citizens. One couple, 
aged 74 and 64, gave their 
life savings to the fraudster, 
totalling $334,000. 

Trusting victims refi¬ 
nanced their mortgages, ex¬ 
hausted credit resources, 
and borrowed thousands 
from family and friends to 
invest in a too-good-to-be- 
true business investment. 

“He essentially milked 
the complainants dry,” said 
Crown attorney James 
Pickard, describing Penney 
as ‘predatory.’ 

Penney, who lived in 
Spruce Grove, looked down

for most of the sentencing 
hearing, declining to com¬ 
ment when asked. 

Defence attorney Peter 
Royal described his client’s

over $1 million. 

“It's rather remarkable 
how foolish people can be. 
Once you get on the round¬ 
about, it's hard to get off.”

Homicide investigators 
last night were still not 
saying if a 50 -year-old 
woman who died in her 
west-end apartment yes¬ 
terday morning was a vic¬ 
tim of foul play.

Police say the woman was 
found dead inside her upper 
level apartment in the two- 
storey building around 4:20 
a.m. at 9023 184th Street — 
an address police are famil¬ 
iar with, say investigators. 

Officers from Edmonton 
police West Division have 
responded to the home on a 
number times for “family- 
related disturbances,” inves¬ 


tigators said. 

A next-door neighbour 
said a mother and a son live 
in the suite where he heard 
a loud fight and a party 
about a month and a half 
ago. He also admitted to 
calling police a few times 
over loud noises coming 
from the suite. 

“They were rowdy and 
they kicked their screen 
door — there was glass 
everywhere,” said the 
neighbour who didn’t want 
to be identified. “There are 
a lot of parties there, a lot of 
drunken mishaps.” 

The neighbour, who said 
police woke him up yester¬ 
day morning, said the 
mother and the son usually 
“keep to themselves.” 

“It’s shocking to have 
something like that happen 
in your own neighbour¬ 
hood,” said the neighbour 
who has lived in the build¬ 
ing for three years.

his Senate seat. He must resign 
by noon on Jan. 20 , the day he 
is sworn in. 

Under Illinois state law. 
Democratic Gov. Rod 
Blagojevich is responsible 
for naming a successor to 
Obama. The appointee 
would serve Obama’s term 
through 2010. 

Blagojevich does not 
have to fill the seat imme¬ 


diately. But with the Sen¬ 
ate planning to hold a 
post-election session start¬ 
ing Monday, he might be 
encouraged to promptly 
install a fellow Democrat 
to help the party win po¬ 
tentially close votes during 
that special session. 

Including Obama, there 
are currently 49 Republi¬ 
cans and 49 Democrats in 
the Senate plus two inde¬ 
pendents who align them¬ 
selves with the Democrats.

A fter the smoke, 
fire and histrion¬ 
ics of the U.S. 
election, intensi¬ 
fied only briefly 
and slightly by our own 
federal campaign, the 
mood of the headlines and 
both countries has sub¬ 
sided into a mood resem¬ 
bling Sunday morning fol¬ 


lowing a big bender. 

The Republican party’s 
defeat has prompted 
what’s referred to as a cir¬ 
cular firing squad, with 
everyone blaming every¬ 
one else, with Sarah Palin 
being singled out in partic¬ 
ular — and tediously pre¬ 
dictable — for blame, 
though it turned out that 
many of the unnamed John 
McCain campaign workers 
cited by supposedly rep¬ 
utable media like MSNBC 
and The New Republic as 
sources for the worst accu¬ 
sations were the work of a 
longtime hoaxer. It’s been 
that kind of a week. 

It hardly matters any¬ 


way, since confidence in 
mainstream media cover¬ 
age is at an all-time low, 
and newspapers such as 
the Washington Post have 
published shamefaced ad¬ 
missions that their cover¬ 
age of the campaign might 
have been, on reflection, a 
little biased. That won’t 
stop the frenzy of kidney 
punches and kneecappings 
inside and outside the Re¬ 
publican party, though 
that might be a good thing; 
the party that ran this elec¬ 
tion might just as well for¬ 
ward all the campaign 
speeches of its next candi¬ 
date to Saturday Night 
Live’s writer’s room in ad¬ 


vance. 

In the meantime, there 
are fleeting glimpses that 
the much-anticipated 
“Change” promised by the 
winning candidate might 
not be as earth-shattering 
as expected, as the presi¬ 
dent-elect’s prospective 
choices for cabinet posi¬ 
tions are thick with Clin- 
ton-era veterans, a pre¬ 
chewed meal that hardly 
smells like the prelude to a 
revolution, though we may 
all be grateful for that. 

There’s a crude poetry to 
the tradition of holding 
presidential inaugurations 
in mid-winter, where the 
likelihood of a swearing-in 


on the U.S. Capitol steps in 
the teeth of inclement 
weather is ripe with por¬ 
tents of the trials ahead. Be¬ 
tween now and then, how¬ 
ever, Barack Obama is limit¬ 
ed to playing at president 
while the media (hopefully) 
begins shifting gears from 
lapdog to peevish teenager, 
while George W. Bush has 
little to do but taunt Dick 
Cheney by suggesting they 
hire Will Ferrell to stand in 
for him so he can head 
home early. 

There’s a curse, apoc- 
ryphally attributed to some 
unknown Chinese sage and 
too frequently evoked by 
lazy editorialists, that wish¬ 


es that the subject “live in 
interesting times.” 1 was 
born eight months after 
the Kennedy assassination, 
six days after Lyndon John¬ 
son signed the Civil Rights 
Act, and have lived in inter¬ 
esting times my whole life. 
1 long — with little expec¬ 
tation of satisfaction by 
now — for a year or two of 
Eisenhower-era political 
torpor and complacency, if 
only to catch up on my 
reading. These two months 
of doldrums might be the 
closest I’ll get.

Directing economic turnaround 


Meltdown. Recession. 
Crash. Depression. Most of 
us thought something like 
this was never going to hap¬ 
pen again and that our eco¬ 
nomic system would contin¬ 
ue to produce gains, albeit 
with the occasional slow¬ 
down. 

The current global eco¬ 
nomic meltdown is continu¬ 
ing to produce tremors 
around the world. The im¬ 
plications for countries, 
businesses and individuals 
continue to unfold. When 
will it all come to an end? 
This is veiy difficult to pre¬ 
dict, but my sense is that we 
have a way to go yet. 

Many countries around 
the world are experiencing 
slower, if any, growth in 
their economies. Our 
biggest trading partner, the 
U.S., shows eveiy evidence 
of a lengthy recession. 
When the U.S. falters, we 
can expect adverse impacts 
here at home. Indeed, we 
are already seeing some 
signs of this in terms of a 
stagnant GDP and layoffs in 
financial services firms 
among others. When credit 
tightens, businesses — espe¬ 
cially small- and medium¬ 
sized enterprises — have a 
difficult time financing 
their current operations or 


expanding to take advan¬ 
tage of new opportunities. 

Why did this financial cri¬ 
sis happen? There have 
been thousands of 
words written about 
this already and 1 sus¬ 
pect there will be 
many thousands 
more. Fingers have 
been pointing in 
every direction: Gov¬ 
ernments, central 
bankers, regulators, 
financial services 
firms, individual bor¬ 
rowers, and the list goes on, 
including directors of com¬ 
panies. 

To our credit, Canada has 
had an impressive track 
record regarding corporate 
governance. Indeed, the 
process of raising the bar 
for corporate directors in 
Canada continues to gain 
momentum.

they are foremost in the 
minds of directors going 
forward.

Shrinking surplus 

Canada sells less energy, fewer cars to U.S. 


Canada’s trade surplus 
shrank more than expect¬ 
ed in September as the 
country sold less energy 
and fewer cars to the 
slowing U.S. market, 
while imports resumed 
their climb after a brief 
slump, Statistics Canada 
said yesterday. 

The surplus narrowed to 
$4.49 billion, the lowest 
level since January, from a 
revised $5.63 billion in Au¬ 
gust. The median forecast 
of analysts was for a sur¬ 
plus of $4.95 billion. 


Vehicle exports 

• Automotive product ex¬ 
ports fell 34 per cent, the 
eighth decline in 12 months, 
due to weak U.S. demand 
and a plant shutdown. 

Despite the retreat in ex¬ 
ports, the trade data still 
suggest modest economic 
growth in the third quar¬ 
ter, analysts said. 

However, the fourth 
quarter outlook is bleak as 
the global economy heads 


for recession, likely trig¬ 
gering more interest rate 
cuts by the central bank 
and, according to at least 
one economist, a return of 
monthly trade deficits for 
the first time in more than 
three decades. 

Exports fell 1 per cent in 
September as shipments 
to the struggling U.S. mar¬ 
ket, the destination of 
about three-quarters of 
Canadian exports, fell 1.3 
per cent while those to the 
rest of the world were flat.

Bond tuneless 

Newest 007 entry has plenty of action, 
but movie is deliberately anticlimactic

The best Bond films 
have always lived up to 
their theme song, and 
unfortunately the blar¬ 
ing — but tuneless — 
Jack White/Alicia Keys 
intro to Quantum of 
Solace too ably sets the 
tone for what follows. 

The movie starts liter¬ 
ally minutes after its 
predecessor, Casino 
Royale, ended, with a 
pre-credit car chase that 
sums up director Marc 
Forster’s brisk approach 


to the story. 

Action scenes are the 
meat of Bond movies. 
Most of what we see in 
Quantum of Solace is at 
least as good as the stan¬ 
dards set in previous 
films; relentless, and 
more than a bit improba¬ 
ble — if done properly. 

One scene, set during 
an opera performance, is 
actually groundbreaking, 
an almost abstract action 
set piece that owes its 
success as much to 
sound editing as stunt 
work. 

There seems to be a bit 
missing from the film, 
though. It’s short for a 
Bond film, and the delib¬ 
erately anticlimactic 
ending makes the experi¬ 
ence on the whole a lot 
less draining — and 
thrilling — than the best 
of the series. 


Politics intrudes with 
the clumsy, didactic 
gracelessness that’s a 
hallmark of too many 
movies today. Though, 
the film’s basic flaw is 
intrinsic to the story, 
which is focused around 
an emotionally wounded 
Bond with little time — 
or inclination — for the 
reckless pleasures or 
black humour that have 
defined the character in 
the other movies. 

Daniel Craig’s Bond is 
still an excellent incar¬ 
nation of the character, 
and the decision to beef 
up Judi Dench’s role as 
M, his spymaster, is pay¬ 
ing subtle dividends that 
will, hopefully, start pay¬ 
ing off more generously 
in the next film — which 
will start gracing us with 
a new Q, or a Moneypen- 
ny, at the very least.

“It’s harder in that 
there’s some form of want¬ 
ing to do it justice, especial¬ 
ly with Bush,” Brolin says 
about portraying an actual 


person. “He’s so in every¬ 
body’s psyche and there’s 
so much hatred and dislike 
for him globally. That was a 
little disconcerting to me, 
but it was also part of the 
great challenge.” 

In both roles, Brolin 
managed to rouse a surpris¬ 
ing amount of S 5 mipathy 
for fairly disreputable fig¬ 
ures. The actor considers 
this vital. 

“1 think it’s important 
for any character to come 
across as human unless 
you’re doing a caricature. 1 
find it important to care 
about what the person is 
going through. 1 think it’s 
more interesting to ask 
‘Why?’ instead of just say¬ 
ing ‘Oh look at that.’ 

“1 could have played Dan 
\ATiite as he was the mo¬ 
ment he decided to get the 
gun to go and kill those 
people, but that would 
have been very one dimen¬ 
sional.” 

Given his sudden rise to 
prominence, it seems like¬ 
ly that Brolin will be col¬ 
lecting a few awards this 
year to cement his new 
movie star status. 

It’s rare for an actor to 
become a star purely 
through the strength of 
idiosyncratic performanc¬ 
es, but no one deserves it 
more than Brolin. The ac¬ 
tor paid his dues for 
decades and has earned his 
right to the spotlight.

When someone mentions 
Stephenie Meyer’s teen 
novel phenomena Twi¬ 
light, the title sparks one 
of two reactions: Either an 
excited rant from a mem¬ 
ber of one of the world’s 
most devoted fan bases, or 
a blank stare. 

Twilight has already sold 
more than 17 million 
copies, and the cinematic 
adaptation being released 
next week will likely fol¬ 
low with a new run up the 
book charts. 

Don’t feel bad if you 
haven’t heard of the series. 
It probably just means 
you’re not a teenage girl — 
barely anyone involved 
with the film had heard of 
it, either. 

“1 did not read the 
books. (The script) was 
forced on me,” says Kristen 
Stewart, who plays Bella in 
the film. 

Bella is a young girl who 
moves to a new town and 
immediately falls for a 


high school classmate. 
However, things get a little 
complicated when it turns 
out that her dream boy is 
actually a vampire strug¬ 
gling to decide if he wants 
to kiss her or sink his teeth 
into her neck. 

“1 didn’t like the outline 
because it seemed very 
shallow and vain to me, 
like Bella was in love with 
this guy just because he

was the hottest thing she 
had ever seen. But when 1 
finally read the script, 1 
begged to get the audi¬ 
tion,” Stewart says. 

“I’d never heard of the 
books,” adds Melissa Ros¬ 
enberg, who wrote the 
screenplay. 

“(Comic Con) was the 


first time 1 really under¬ 
stood just how huge this 
was and a cold sweat came 
over me when they were 
about to play a clip and 1 
realized that 1 didn’t do it 
exactly like it was in the 
book. 

“You don’t want to be 
the person who killed Twi¬ 
light for a generation.” 

Despite the lack of famil¬ 
iarity on the part of some 


of the movie’s creators — 
many of whom have since 
become fans of the book — 
reaction to their work 
among Twilight readers 
has been positive so far. 

“It’s been fascinating be¬ 
cause some people have 
said this is the most true 
adaptation of a novel 
they’ve ever seen,” said di¬ 
rector Catherine Had- 
wicke, who also made the 
indie teen flick Thirteen. 

“1 love that because it’s 
true to the notions and the 
spirit, but it’s not true to 
the book in many ways. 
We interpreted it and tried 
to make it visual, emotion¬ 
al, dynamic and cinematic. 
I’d say 1 put my own stamp 
on eveiy scene,” 

The filmmakers’ work is 
eagerly anticipated by the 
legions of fans that have 
shown up in droves for 
every early screening held 
so far. No one involved 
with the movie expected 
an 3 ^hing like this level of 
reaction. 

“The crowds of people 
screaming makes you want 
to cry,” Stewart said.

It seems the whole world 
has gone Bond crazy, but 
this is nothing new. James 
Bond — and whoever is 
pla 3 dng the super spy — 
has always been big news, 
but there is only so much 
of him to go around. 

That’s why enterprising 
hlmmakers have frequently 
retooled the Bondian formu¬ 
la of guns, girls and gadgets 
to attract new audiences. 

During the late 1960s 
wave of Bondmania, Dean 
Martin staggered through 
a quartet of spy spoofs 
based on the literary char¬ 
acter Matt Helm, giving 
new meaning to the adver¬ 
tising tagline “America’s

Loaded Weapon.” 

Since then, the Bond 
knock-off business has 
boomed and 007 wannabes 
in ah shapes and sizes have 
blossomed. There’s adoles¬ 
cent Bond in Agent Cody 
Banks, a version for teens 
called xXx (“Now 1 know 
what xXx stands for: 
Xtremely Xcruciating Xpe- 
rience” raved one critic) 
and parodies like Get 
Smart and Austin Powers. 

Wilder still is Operation 
Kid Brother. In a blatant at¬ 
tempt to satisfy audience’s 
need for ah things Bond in 
1967, producers cast Sean 
Connery’s younger brother 
Neil as a plastic surgeon 
and hypnotist recruited by 
her Majesty’s Secret Serv¬ 
ice to thwart the evil crime 
syndicate Thanatos. He’s 
called into action, the 


movie explains, because 
“his brother is out on a 
routine mission.” 

Perfect casting! Except 
Neil can’t act. The film 
flopped so badly it could 
have been the reason bar¬ 
gain bins were invented, 
and Neil soon returned to 
his former job as a plasterer. 
But Operation Kid Brother 
does have its pleasures. 

Bond alumnus Bernard 
Lee and Lois Maxwell ham 
it up alongside From Rus¬ 
sia with Love’s Bond girl 
Daniela Bianchi, and Thun- 
derbah villain Adolfo Cell. 
Better than that is the 
soundtrack by Ennio Mor- 
ricone, which unlike the 
rest of the film, is on par 
with a real Bond film. 

The Conneiy name will 
always be associated with 
Bond, and while Neil 
(thankfully) retired soon 
after Operation Kid Broth¬ 
er, other Conneiys had a 
harder time letting the 
character go. 

Sean revived his Bond af¬ 
ter a 12-year layoff in 1983’s 
Never Say Never Again and 
as a voice in videogames — 
and his son, Jason Conneiy, 
played 007’s creator in The 
Secret Life of Ian Fleming.

Director Deepa Mehta’s 
last three films — Fire, 
Earth and Water — 
focused largely on issues 
of social reform in her 
birthplace of India. 

In Heaven on Earth, she 
turns her dramatic eye to¬ 
ward the problem of do¬ 
mestic abuse in an Indian- 
Canadian family. Unfortu¬ 
nately, it’s with mixed re¬ 
sults. 

Chand (played by Bolly¬ 
wood star Preity Zinta) is a 
young Punjabi woman sent 
to Canada by her mother 
as part of an arranged mar¬ 
riage. Her husband Rocky 
(Vansh Bhardwaj) is both 
immature and a brutally 
abusive Indo-Canadian 
man. 

Yet that’s only part of 
the problem. 

His family is also domi¬ 


nated by a quietly oppres¬ 
sive mother (Belinder Jo- 
hal), who may adhere to 
the tradition of seeing her 
son married, but is uncon¬ 
sciously jealous of Chand 
and deeply possessive of 
her son. 

To protect herself, 
Chand eventually turns to 
the powerful symbols in 
her folklore to help assert 
her independence. 

In Heaven on Earth, 
Mehta tries to mix the bru¬ 
tal realism of spousal vio¬ 
lence with magic realism 
to illuminate Chand’s diffi¬ 
cult struggles. But the two 
styles don’t mesh and the 


picture’s emotional force 
gets rapidly diffused. 

While showing little ca¬ 
pacity for invoking fairy¬ 
tale enchantment, Mehta 
also fails to deepen our un¬ 
derstanding of the con¬ 
flicts at the heart of the 
marriage. 

Rather than explore how 
Chand’s union with Rocky 
ignites powerful emotional 
currents within a fiercely 
traditional Punjabi clan, 
Mehta settles instead for a 
cursory melodrama about 
a young woman’s empow¬ 
erment. 

Heaven on Earth ends up 
feeling like purgatory.

a young reporter. 

“You have drug addicts 
and you have drug dealers,” 
Blunt said on his cellphone 
before a concert in Nurn- 
berg, Germany. “Your (for¬ 
mer) boss is sa 3 dng he’s the 
drug dealer, and he’s not to 
blame then, is he? The ad¬ 
dicts need help.” 

Blunt, whose breakout 
hit was You’re Beautiful in 
2005, says the worldwide, 
free Metro can lead the way 
to less frivolous coverage. 

“1 think, probably, some¬ 


thing like Metro ... (is) in a 
relatively good position to 
approach journalism for 
the original reasons, which 
is presumably to investi¬ 
gate and inform people,” he 
said. “Whereas if your focus 
purely becomes newspaper 
sales — suddenly the truth 
is less interesting over what 
is sensationalistic. 

“So 1 definitely think a 
balance has to be found.” 

Blunt, whose first two al¬ 
bums have sold more than 
14 million copies world¬ 
wide, says he jumped at the 
chance to get a behind-the- 
scenes look at a newspaper. 

“The power of the media 
is phenomenal,” said the 
34-year-old Brit. “In a way, 
one could argue that they 
decide governments in the 
first place. Definitely, at 
least, in Britain.” 


Blunt will work with 
global editor-in-chief Sakari 
Pitkanen at Metro’s Rome 
office in advance of the 
Nov. 17 issue. 

“We have a few topics 
we’re going to work up to¬ 
gether,” said Blunt. “He’s 
going to show me the 
ropes, really, and discuss 
what’s going on in the 


world today. It will be really 
interesting to do that. 

“It’s a pretty amazing pe¬ 
riod of time right now, and 
1 see that from being on 
tour.” 

Blunt, who served six 
years in the British army, 
kicks off the Canadian leg 
of his 14-month world tour 
Nov. 17 in Vancouver. He’ll 


play 12 dates here, includ¬ 
ing three in Alberta, where 
he spent six months in 
1998 at CFB Suffield. 

“On the Canadian prairie, 
which is an amazing place 
to be,” said Blunt.

rection. Then there’s the 
growing popularity of iPod 
interfaces with car audio 
systems. Some involve run¬ 
ning a cable from the head¬ 
phone jack to an aux input 
somewhere on the dash¬ 
board or a fancy connection 
that integrates an iPod into 
the factoiy radio in the 
dash. Either way, you’re go¬ 
ing to fiddle with your 
iPod’s playlists when you 
really should be worrying 
about keeping it between 
the ditches. 

Meanwhile, many new 
car audio systems incorpo¬ 
rate large hard drives with 


high-tech displays, essen¬ 
tially turning the dashboard 
into one big iPod. And it’s 
only going to get worse as 
more manufacturers figure 
out ways to put WiFi con¬ 
nectivity in cars. Audi and 
Chiysler already do. 

Cracking down on cell¬ 
phone users behind the 
wheel is a smart and politi¬ 
cally popular idea. But 
could be a slippery slope if 
everything beyond this is 
taken into consideration.

INGREDIENTS: 

1 tbsp (15 mL) vegetable oil 
1 large onion, finely chopped 
3 garlic cloves, crushed 

1 lb (500 g) lean ground pork 

2 cups passata or a lightly 
diluted tomato pasta sauce 
2/3 cup (150 mL) raisins 
1/4 cup (50 mL) pitted green 
olives, coarsely chopped

jalapehos, finely chopped 
1 tsp (5 mL) dried oregano 
1 cup (250 mL) long-grain 
white rice
